MR. CLEVELAND PREFERS YOUNG MEN. 


Congressman Livingston Keeps Calling at 
the Departmentsin the Interest of 
His Democratic Constituents.

Washington, June 26.—(Special.)—Repre- 
sentative Ben Russell, of the second dis- 
trict, is here to stay anywhere from two 
weeks t0 a month. “Long enough,” said he 
today, “to turn every republican postmaster 
out in my district.” 

He is certainly on the war path. He 
started in today against B. IF. Brimberry, 
at Albany. He filed charges weighty with 
offenses committed by Brimberry. LT vst- 
master General Bissell, moreover, promised 
to take them up at once and appoint a 
successor, Mr. Bissell has recommended 
Captain Rust. He will eail tomorrow and 
prefer charges against the postmaster at 
Cuthbert and Dawson, the 
only other presidential oflices in his district. 
After that, he will take a whack at the 
fourth-class men in his territory. 

Representative Russell has three 
stituents who Want to abroad. They 
are: Judge Underwood, of Camilla; C. M. 
Boggs. of Pelham, and J. C. Lyons, of 
Thomasville. Mr. Lyons wanted Havre, 
but that post has been filled. Mr. Russell 
has an engagement to argue their cause 
with Mr. Quincy tomorrow. 

Mr. Dial Desires Mvre Salary. 

The first foreign appointment was offer- 
ed South Carolina today, and, strange to 
say, it will be refused. N. B. Dial, a 
conservative, was tendered Zurich by Mr. 
Quincy. Tie oftice pays $2,000, and very lit- 
tle fees. My. Dial has it under considera- 
tion to give his answer tomorrow. Mr. 
Dial said tonight that he would decline it. 
“Zurich is a nice place to have fun in, 
but not to live in with a family on S2.th0,” 
he said. He hopes, however, to secure a 
better post when he tells Mr. (Quincy of 
the family. Mr. Dial is endorsed by both 
senators, but not by Governor Tillman.

revenue, 

In the last fiscal year the consumption of 
beer amounted to nearly 32,000,000 barrels 
of thirty-one gallons each on whieh the 
present tax is $1 a barrel, less 5 per cent 
discount when stamps are bought in large 
quantities. If this discount were not given, 
the gain in revenue would be about $1,500,- 
OOO a year. 

The first payment of pensions should be 
made about June, 1894, in order to cover a 
possibility of a reduction of customs rev- 
enues in the transition period. The tax on 
beer is costly and the collection is safe from 
invasion, and even at double the present 
rate it would be no appreciable burden on 
the consumers. The present tax does not 
exceed 4 per cent on a half pint of beer; 
when retailed at 5 cents a glass, nbout 
one-fifth of a cent a glass. If the tax were 
doubled it would not exceed S per cent, or 
less than a half cent on each pint off heer, 
The additional revenne would be from $30,- 
OOO,000 to S35,000,000 In 1TS8O4. 


LEC ROCUTION OF FITZHUMES.

The Crime for Which the Butcher Was Put 
to Death Vesterday. 

Anburn, N. Y., June 26.—Fitzhumes was 
successfully electrocuted at 12:44 o'clock 
p. m. The murder for which I itzhumes 
died was committed in Buffalo on April 
7. 1892. He was a butcher. His life had 
been tangled with that of the Reehrl fam- 
ily for a long time. His wife was in’ lu- 
rope until a few months before the tragedy, 
and during her absence T'itzhumes had 
maintaimed illicit: relations with Mrs. 
Reehrl. He was about thirty-four Years 
old, she a great deal older—about fifty- 
two. She left her husband for a time to 
live with Fitzhumes, it was testified at the 
trial, and there bad been quarrels between 
him and Reehrl. Finally Fitzhumes sent 
for his wife to come over from Germany. 
The money for her passage exme from Mr. 
Reerhl. Fitzhumes and his wife went to 
housekeepifig. 

About two weeks before the murder their 
peth was crossed by Mrs. Reehrl again. 
She and her frynily were living in a couple 
of rooms and :“:e proposed that Fitzhumes 
ami his family should come and occupy 
one room, while she and her people took 
the other. On the night of April Tth, litz- 
humes went to the door between the two 
rooms and opened it, standing in the door- 
way or just Behind it, making some very 
remarks about Mrs. Reehrl. Her 
husband and son were at supper. Young 
Reerhl stood up for his mother’s honor 
zmd told Fitzhumes to leave the room. 
Titzhumes rushed back into the corner 
of his raom, seized a big. knife he had 
been using io cut meats and then tan baek 
into Reehri!s room. There he grappled 
With young Reehrl and drove the knife 
through his heart. Fitzhumes was found 
guilty of murder in the first degree and 
Judge Titus sentenced him to death.

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HOW IT HAPPENED. 


Particulars of the Sinking of the Warship 
Victoria Off the Syrian Coast. 


WHILE GOING THROUGH MANEUVERS 


Admiral Markham 
Obeying the Command, 


Was Slow in 


AND THE DELAY CAUSED THE DISASTER. 


The Victorla, After Being Struck, Made for 
the Bhore—After a Few Miles’ Run 
She Suddenly Keeled Over. 


New York, June 26.—An extra edition 
of The Evening World, issued this evening, 
contains a special cable from Tripoli, Syria, 
giving an account of the sinking of the 
Victoria, as follows: \ 

At about 3 o'clock last Thursday after- 
noon the English fleet came in sight of 
El Mina, tlie port and town of Tripoli. 
It was coming from the northeast and mak- 
ing directly for the harbor. The five big 
iromclads—Victoria, Camperdown, Itdin- 
burgh, Nile and Sans Pariel were drawn up 
in full front. The Victoria was in tie 
center, the Camperdown was on her left 
and the Edinburgh on her right. When they 
were in five miles of shore Vice Admiral 
Sir George Tryon signalled to turn ahd 
form in double line. In this action the 
Camperdown and Victoria were to go 
ahead a little and describe a turn—the 
Victoria turning to the left and fhe Camper- 
down to the right—then they would ad- 
vance side by side in the direction from 
which they he® come and the others would 
swing into double column order and ad- 
vance two and two behind the Jeaders. 
When the order was given the distance be- 
tween the ships was less than two cable 
lengths. The execution of the order was 
easy enough for ships further away from 
the center, but extremely dificult for the 
Victoria and the Camperdown. In turning 
the boats would pass in a few fathoms of 
each other. Even this movement Was ex- 
ecuted with the greatest precision. 

This movement is rarely made, and it is 
for the purpose of training the ship com- 
manders to move expeditionsly away from 
shonling waters. Whether because Admiral 
Markham, of the, Camperdown, could net 
beheve this movement Was to be tricd when 
the ships were so close together, or be- 
cause he thought Admiral Tryon had mis- 
ealeulated the distance, be «did uot set 
about executing Admiral Tryon’s order, 
but signaled that he did not understand it. 
The Victoria and the other vessels had not 
hesitated. 

The Delay Was Fatal. 

The Victoria began to turn at once, as 
she still held to the signal. The Camper- 
down no longer hesitated, but also began 
to turn. The brief delay, however, lad 
been fatal. The Victoria had neariy turn- 
ed and the Camperdown, swinging around, 
bore down upon her. Both admirals were 
quick to act. Admiral Tryon swung the 
Victoria so as to receive at the smallest 
angle the blow which both ofticers s4.v was 
inevitable, and Admiral Markham did the 
same for the Camperdown, besides re- 
versing her screws. ‘The ram of the Cam- 
perdown struck the hull of the Victoria 
just in front of the armored bulkhead, and 
plunged into the thin plates of her = star- 
board side. The armor ends at the bulk- 
head snd the forward part of the Victoria 
above the water line was but cardboard to 
the mighty iron wedge. There was a smash- 
ing of wood and iron plates, and the ram 
and eight feet of the bow of the Camper- 
down crashed twenty feet into the bowels 
of the Victoria. ‘The Camperdown was 
halted by the heavy armor of the Victoria, 
and as her screws were reversed she at 
once began to back away. As all the other 
vessels were moving to get into double 
line behind the two leaders, they were 
bearing down upon the ships, and a catas- 
trophe involing all the ironclads was immi- 
nent. Only the coolness and prompt action 
of the other commanders prevented a gen- 
eral disaster. The Victoria’s bow was now 
pointed full towards the shore. It seemed 
that Admiral Tryon did not realize the 
extent of the damage to the Victoria. 

Straight for the Shore. 

As no accident of this kind had happened 
before he could not know what the effect 
would be. He no doubt thought as that 
only one apartment was damaged, the oth- 
ers would kéep his ship afloat. So when 
the Camperdown and others signaled offers 
of boats he replied that he did not need 
them. The Victoria began to forge straight 
for shore under full steam. It is one of 
the rules of the British nmavy that if any 
ship is in danger of sinking and the shore 
is not far away she must go into shal- 
low water so that if she goes down she 
may be raised again. So Admiral Tryon 
was making for the shore and was widen- 
ing the distance between the Victoria and 
the other ships. 

When the Camperdown’s ram struck the 
Victoria Admiral Tryon, the navigating 
officer. two signal officers and the men at 
the wheel were all upon the bridge, either 
in full view or in the charthouse. Most of 
the crew was in the forward deck lounging 
about trying to keep cool under the blaz- 
ing sun of the clear, calm day. With the 
crash they rushed into the battery and as 
far aft as possible, but when the two bat- 
tleships separated all returned to their 
places. The discipline was perfect. The 
admiral and Officers remained steadfast 
upon the bridge. setting an example. So 
good was the discipline that within five 
minutes after the biow a diving suit had 
been brought on deck and a diver was get- 
ting into it to obey an order to go below 
and find out the extent of the damage. 
The getting of the vessel had taken some 
little time. 

About ten minutes after the strike, the 
Victoria having got something like two 
miles nearer the shore, all at once leaned 
over on the starboard and with a roll and 
a plunge buried her bow below the calm 
surface of the sea. 

It Was Almost tnatantuneous. 

There was only a chance for a few wild 
cries and tte ¥Yictoria was almost half 
submerged, her revolving screws whirling 
clear of the water and high in the air. 
Those on deck were plunged into the water. 
The men forward and below had no time 
to rush, but found themselves groping for 
doors in apartments filled with water. There 
was a little more time for those in the 
otlicers’ quarters. They heard the shouts 
and warning cri¢s and rushed to the almost 
perpendicular deck. | pea 

Commander Jellico, lying in his boat sick 
with fever, started up and dashed to the 
deck to find himself immediately struggling 
in the water. A, lieutenant swam up to 
him, put his erms around him and, st 
the handicap of supporting the helpless 
man, was able to get away from the side 
of the sinking go8 It took a strong, skill- 
ful ewimuste a full possession of his senses 
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had to battle against imereased suction. 

A. moment and new_penl more horrible 
descended upon them. Deep in the hull and 
enclosed in the water-tigit gpartments was 
enclosed many twin sereWsj which, as the 
vessel sank came whirling nlaaie and near- 
er to those in the water.

That Terrible Whirl. 

Then came the scene Of horror on the 
decks of the other war ships. Sereams and 
shrieks arose and in the white foam ap- 
peared reddened arms and Jegs and torn 
bodies. lleadless trunks Wére tossed out 
of the vortex to Imger @ woment on the 
surface and sink out of sig$t. AJ] within 
that vortex lost their presence of mind. 
Men who knew how to sWim ceased swim- 
ming and fought with tha water. Men 
clutched each other in frenzy. The deep 
cone of whirling water With the swift 
knives chopping human bodies at the bot- 
tom of it, was a horror to dawnt the bravest. 
A man who escaped says that the vortex 
caused at least fifty deaths. 
moment the knives disappeared and the 
vortex began to close up. The ship was 
beneath the surface just as the whirl was 
swallowed almost to the surfaee. 

scalded to Death. 


Then there was a muffled sound of thun- 
der; the waters were tossed up and a 
steam cloud, burst forth from them. Again 
the shrieks and screams burst from the 
swimmers. The boilers had exploded, and 
the swimmers were beating waves of seald- 
ing water, Thus, in less than ten minutes, 
death of three awful forums struck the offi- 
cers aud the crew of the Victoria—death 
by scalding water, death by drowning and 
death by knife-like screws. 

The Camperdown steamed away from the 
Other ships, and came sailing over the sea 
to save the struggling mea. Its boats were 
soon picking up. the fortunate ones who 
had got out of reach of the terrible vortex. 
So long as the vortex lasted, the boats did 
Hot venture near. It is though that more 
than half of those drowned got out of the 
ship, but were caught im the vartex or 
scalded to death by the boiliag water. | 

Admiral Tryon stuck on the bridge, and 
refused to leave it. Just before the Vie- 
tora made her underplunuge, he saw what 
Was about to happen, and issued an order 
for each man to save himself. but the 
order Hever got beyond the bridge, for 
ruin deseended straightway The diver 
whom he had ordered below to look into 
the damage was still on deck and dressed 
for his descent, except his helmet. He 
would have been dragged to the bottom 
by his heavy lead-soled shoes, had it not 
been for a seaman who stopped to cut 
him loose from his heayy elothes. The 
diver was saved, but the man who cv 
him free was drowned. ‘There were many 
acts of such heroism. The peril of those in 
the water was increased by the fact that 
the sea was infested wifh sharks.

ANARCHISTS PARDONED, 

Governor Altgeld Issues Pardons to Field- 
ing. Nebel and Schwab. 

Springfleld, il., June 26,—Governor Altgeld 
today issued pardons t9 Samuel Fielding, 
Oscar Nebel and Michael Schwab, the anar- 
chists huw serving terms at Joliet penitentiary 
for alleged complicity in the Haymarket riot 
in Chicago on the night of May 4, 1886. The 
pardon message contains 17,000 words. The 
governor takes the ground that these men did 
hot have a fair trial afid that the court was 
prejudiced. He scores Judge Gary and Chief 
of Police Bonifield severely. 
Regarding Governor Altgeld’s pardon of 
Fileding, Nebel and Sebwnb. Captain Black 
who was the leading counsel for the defense 
in the anarchist trial, said today: “This 
pardon will not wenken the law. but 
strengthen it, and will iferease the respect 
for the law in the minds «f the neonle.” —_ 

Frank Walker, one of the state’s counsel 
in the case, said: ‘The only effect the pardon 
might have might be to lessen the fear of 
punishment in the minds of men like them 
But then, fanatics never tnow fear.” 

The Men Relenred. 

Three men, who for newly six years have 
been ‘known as Nos. 8,376, "S.526. and 8,627. 
emerged from the peniteitiary at Jollet at 
( o'clock this evening, Th4y were Oscar Nieb 
Samuel Fielding and Michael Schwab, the an- 
archists who were pardoned by Governor 
Altgeld today. When Banter Dreyer, of Chi- 
CAgO, arrived from Siringfield with the 
precious pipers, the men were brought into

Mr. Justice Jackson Intimates That the 
Central Railroad Mast be Sold. 


THE SOUTWESTERN, T00, PLRHAFS 


Pat Calhoun Saddles Almost a Mil- 
lion a Minute on the Road. 


LUCKY HE OIDN’T TALK LONGER. 


Macon and Northern Bonds Are Put on a 
Good Basis by the Circuit Justice. 
Some AdroitiSide Thrusts, 


Savannah, Ga., June 26.—(Special.)—The 
fight over the remaing of the Central rail- 
road began this morning in earnest. The 
courtroom was crowded long before the 
time for court to ussembie, and during the 
entire proceedings standing room was hard 
to find. 

There was much speculation at the open- 
ing of the proceedings as to What order 
Was to be pursued, but Justice Jackson 
soon settled this by asking the attorneys if 
they were ready to proceed with the case 
of Alexander Browu & Sons and Simon 
Borg & Co., the especial point mentioned 
being the validity of the Central's endorse- 
ment on the bonds of the Macon and 
Northern, the Chattanooga, Kome and 
Columbus and the Savannah aud Western. 

Justice Jackson’s queries aud decisions 
on points all througu the case imdicated 
the bent of his mind, and it Was ho sur- 
prise when he decided that tiis $10,500,000 
debt of the Central was valid. 

‘The lawyers present were: Messrs. H. 
C. Cunningham, A. R. Lawton, Jr, S. B. 
Adams, N. Hammond and BKB. A. Den- 
mark, for the Central. Sitting near by, a 
little to the left of the bench, were the 
attorneys for Alexander Brown & Sons. 
They were Messrs. Calhoun, Ning & Spald- 
ing, of Atlanta, and H. J. Bowdoin, of 
Buaitimore. 

Major A. O. Bacon, representing the 
Southwestern, and Major Joseph Ganahl, 
representing the Port Royal and Western 
North Carolina, and Daniel Rountree, of 
Atlanta, und R. W. Patterson, of Macon, 
who, with Marion Erwin, represent the 
original complainant, Mrs. Mowena M. 
Clarke, were seated in the center of the 
courtroom.

Butler, of South Carolina, and Leopold 
Wallack, of New York, who are associated 
with Calhoun, Ning & Spalding im repre- 
senting the Macon and Northern, the Savan- 
pah and Western, and the Chattanooga, 
Rome and Columbus bonds; Louis F. Gar- 
rard, of Columbus, who represents the 
trustees of the. Mobile and Girard first 
mortgage; Judge Henry ‘Tompkins, of “At- 
lanta, and A. S. Joline, of New York, who 
represent the Central Trust company, of 
New York: Julian T. Davies, of New York, 
representing the stockholders under the 
tripartite mortgage.of the Mobile and 
Girard, the Montgomery and Eufaula and 
the Ocean Steamship Company: Henry G. 
Crawford, the Terminal’s chief attorney, 
and Captain Harry Jackson, of Atlanta, 
W. G. Charlton and W. W. Mackall, who 
are associated with them; Colonel George 
A. Mercer. who is associated with H. B. 
Turner, of New York, representing the 
Farmers’ Loan and Trust Company, which 
is endeavoring to foreclose the tripartite 
mortgage: Colonel Clifford Anderson, of 
Macon, representing the “atonton branch; 
Frank Miller, of Augusta, representing the 
Augusta and Savannah; Charles N. West, 
representing J. S. Tilney, of New Jersey;

Mr. Krwin Demurs, 

Today's discussion first came up on the 
validity of the Central’s endorsement on 
the Macon and Northern, the Cincinnati, 
Rome and Columbus and the Savannah 
and Western bonds. Marion Erwin, coun- 
sel for Mrs. Rowena Clarke, the original 
complainant, announced that he had a 
demurrer to the bil of Brown & Sons’, 
and began argument on it. He held that 
the Macon and Northern was _ entirely 
liable for the mortgage upon it. The con- 
tract under which the Macon and Northern 
was leased and the bonds guaranteed was 
a joint one, Mr. Erwin argued, and was 
contrary. to publie policy, ultra vires and 
void. -It was a joint lease, hg said, one 
party having as much power as another to 
control the property, but, legally, neither 
had the right to make it. Mr. Erwin ad- 
mitted, however, that the Central might 
have made it separately. He read the 
guarantee on the contract, and cited several 
supreme court decisions which he thought 
were on parallel cases. The Central com- 
pany had, he said, given up the road for 
ninety-nine years, and it was under the 
control of the Richmond and Danville at 
the time the lease was made. The Dan- 
ville’ had made the lease entirely for its 
own benefit, and had put the joint guaran- 
tee of itself and the Central upon it. 
Justice Jackson ruled that Mr. Erwin’s 
citations were not applicable. as they Te- 
ferred only to accommodation guarantors 
in cases where the guarantors were not 
partieg-to the lease. 

Mr. Erwin contended that the Central 
had no right, under its charter, to endorse 
these bonds and make itself liable for a 
debt of $2,200,000. 

“The Georgia Central, in making its 
lease, did not lose its corporate powers of 
existence and organization, did it?’ asked 
Justice Jackson. 

A Twe-Fdged Argument. 


Mr. Erwin admitted that it did not and 
Tustice Jackson then showed that the 
Central had the power to lease the Macon 
and Northen under its charter. The ques- 
tion was then narrowed down to the valid- 
ity of the Central's endorsement on the 
bonds. Mr. Erwin argued that the endorse- 
ment was valid as the charter of the Cen- 
tral prohibited it from contracting a debt 
of more than three times its capital stock. 
The debt was increased beyond that amount 
June 30, 1888, and he thought that inval- 
idated all debts made since that date. Jus- 
tice Jackson said that put the court in an 
embarrassing position, as debts had been 
created under its orders. Mr. Erwin ad- 
mitted the administration by the court 
was not bound by the charter. Mr. Erwin 
thought the right of the Central to hold a 
majority of the stock in any road was 
questioned in the case of the Port Royal 
and Augusta railroad, in which Judge Var- 
dee recently rendered a dee ior. 

Justice Jackson corrected him. 

“Tndge Pardee’s decision was just this,” 
the circuit justice remarked. “He said 
there was po necessity for this court to 
take charge of the road simply because the 
Central owned the majority of the stock.” 

The Central Wil) Be Sold. 


Just before Mr. Erwin closed his argu- 
ment Justice Jackson made a statement 
that clearly indicated the policy of the 
court. 

“Tt is the determination of ‘this court,” 
he said, “to eell the road when it car be 
sold to thé best advantage of 

t will be offered in a 


and explained the transactions in regard to 
the Macon and Northern and the Chatta- 
nooga, Rome and Columbus bonds. Mr. 
Calhoun said he thought the law was so 
clearly on his side that he would not both- 
er the court with citation of decisions. In 
order to sell these bonds the Central had 
put its guarantee upon them. The Macon 
and Northern bonds had been endorsed in 
consideration of a lease to the Central 
which it had a perfect right to make. The 
Central had been paid for the difference in 
the number of new bonds issued and old 
bonds of the Macon and Northern, which, 
of course, had to be replaced by the new. 
Nearly a Million a Minute. 


The power of the Central to make its 
lease had been uncontradicted and its pro- 
visions had been extremely broad. In a 
fourteen minutes’ speech Mr. Calhoun had 
saddled upon the Central a debt ot $10,- 
500,000, as shown by Justice Jackson's de- 
cision. 

“Gentlemen,” said Justice Jackson, “I 
overrule the demurrer. The Central is 
bound on the guarantee for those bonds. 
The plea of ultra vires does not cover the 
case nor does any decision quoted. We hold 
that the Central is liable on all these guar- 
antees.”” 

The justice then asked what was the next 
point to_be taken up. Mr. R. B. Turner, 
representing the Farmers’ Loan and Trust 
Company, thought the foreclosure suit 
should come next. Mr. C. N. West, for 
the stockholder, John S. Tilney, denied 
the jurisdiction of the court to entertain 
this case on the ground that it was not a 
dependent bill under the Rowena Clarke 
case. Justice Jackson overruled his point 
and said that inasmuch as the property was 
in possession of the court the bill was in- 
dependent and the court had jurisdiction 
to entertain the same. There was some 
discussfon ‘between A. O. Bacon for the 
Southwestern and A. H. Joline, represent- 
ing the Central Trust Company. Major 
acon has filed a cross bill for the South- 
western to the bill of the Farmers’ Loan 
and Trust Company for the foreclosure 
of the $4,999,000 tripartite bonds, denying 
the liability of the Southwestern on that 
indebteuness, while the Central Trust Com- 
pany holds it 1s hable. 

‘The South western’s Liabilities.) 


Justice Jackson then told Mr. Joline 
and Mr. Bacon to meet and agree as to 
the facts and then present. the questions of 
law tomorrow morning, when it will be 
decided whether or not the Southwestern 
is liable for the tripartite mortgage or not. 
The impression geems to be that ithe court 
will so hold it, and that the Southwestern 
may be sold first and then the Central for 
the balance of the debt. After this ques- 
tion is disposed of, the suit for the fore- 
closure of the tripartite mortgage will be 
taken up and the road will probably be or- 
dered sold, at least such is the indication, 
judging from the action and determination 
of the court. If, however, for any reason the 
hearing of the foreclosure suit is postponed, 
tne question of the removal of the revetv- 
er nnd the appointment of a new recelver 
will, ov course, come up. Everyb ry is of 
the Opithvil Mae the court will order the 
road soid after a Brief hearing ard there 
will be no necessity for the consideration 
of the question as to the removal of the 
receiver as the court has determined upon a 
epr@aly sty wlsenever a sale has been defi- 
nitely decided upon and ordered. 

The attorneys have all gone down to Ty- 
bee for the night and will return in time 
for the hearing at 10 o'clock a. m. tomor- 
row. The impression is that the court will 
wind up the litigation by Wednesday, as a 
decision with ragard to the sale of the 
property wil settle the rights of the ma- 
jority of the litigants who have intervened.

The Reorganization Committee Cane 
not Raise Enough 


TO CARRY THE SCHEME THROUGH. 


Central’s Affairs Are Again Chaotic—Mr, 
Comerand the Directors Are Disap- 
pointed— What Will Happen. 


Savannah, Ga., June 26.—(Special.— 
The Hollins plan for the reorganizing of 
the Central railroad has exploded. 

There is no hope for the holders of junior 
securities on that line. The Hollins com- 
pany notified Mr. Comer today that there 
is no longer any hope for the plan. 

It is understood here that this decision 
has been reached on the idea that there is 
so much opposition to their scheme by out- 
siders and insiders that they are glad to 
give it up. But the real reason appears 
to be that the tight money market makes 
it impossible for the party to carry out 
its proposition. The truth is there is no 
other reason to be assfgned. 

This grand property is to be disintegrated 
during ‘iard times, and ‘holders of its 
junior guarantees are to part with their 
holdings in hard times for just what they 
will bring. Whether this was intended or 
not cannot be told, but there is no doubt 
of the fact that Hollins & Co. have no 
tified Mr. Comer, the receiver, that they 
have surrendered their plan of reorganiza- 
tion. What this means the next few days 
will tell. 

The breaking up of the Holling plan 
was one of the objects of all this litigation 
which has been piled on the Central ip 
the last three months. 

This plan was put out by a committee, 
of which H. B. Hollins, of New York, was 
the head. Various opinions were enter 
‘ained in regard to it. Some said it was the 
vest thing for the security holders, and 
others opposed it vigorousbhy. 

The Mucon and Northern bondholders, 
who were left out, kicked, and Justice 
Jackson’s decision today declaring the 
Central's guarantee of those bonds valid, 
was probably the last straw to break the 
plan’s back. 

What the junior security holders will 
get now is a question. Nobody can tell 
anything with certainty until Justice Jacke 
skull decides about selling the property. The 
failure of the plan is a great disappoint- 
ment to Mlr. Comer, who sincerely believed 
it was the best way out of the difficulties,

by them; but, to avoid litigation, unending 
litigation perhaps, the mayor and council 
have been requested to give notice to the 
Macon Gaslight and Water Company that 
at the expiration of one year the city in- 
tends to buy the waterworks at an 
arbitrated price. There has been = con- 
siderable inquiry to know exactly what 
the law says about the matter. In 1892, 
a bill was introduced in the legislature 
aud passed, from which the following ex 
tract is taken, which exflains itself: 

“There shall be embodied in said contract 
the ede to the mayor and council to 
purchase the system of waterworks used 
In supplying the city, at any time during 
the period for which said contract is made, 
at a price to be agreed upon at the time 

f sale between the parties to said contract. 

n failure of said parties. to agree, the 
price to be fixed by disinterested arbitrators, 
two to be selected by each party and three 
to be chosen by those so selected, and 
the decision of said arbitrators, as to the 
price to be paid, shall be final. The con- 
tract shall further provide that, before 
said purchase shall be made, the said mayor 
and corfieil shall give notice in writing 
to the said water company one year in 
advance of its intention to purchase said 
waterworks: ami, before said purchase 
shall be made, the assent of two-thirds of 
the qualified voters of the city of Macon 
shall be obtained in the manner now or 
which may hereafter be provided by law 
to the incurring of the indebtedness for 
the purchase of said waterworks.” 

Thus it will be seen that before the mayor 
and council can purchase the waterworks 
the assent of two-thirds of the qualified 
voters of the city of Macon shall be ob- 
tained. 


No Pay Yet. 


This is June 26th, and the employes of 
the Central raflroad at Macon have nob 
yet been paid their wages for May. The 
average man can’t understand why pay- 
ment is thug delayed. It was the same 
thing in May as regards April wages. The 
management of the Central road says pas- 
senger travel is better than it has ever 
been. The increase is considerable over 
the same period last year. Freight busi- 
ness is better. The read extends no credit 
to its patrons. A passenger can’t ride a 
mile without paying in advance, nor can 
he get any freight without paying charges 
before delivery. What is becoming of all 
the money that the road is daily making? 
None is being paid on claims, judgments, 
étc., and supplies are not being paid for, 
and wages are sharing the same fate. Em- 
ge should be paid their wages promptly: 
‘he road is certainly earning operating 
expenses, but operating expenses are not 
eing paid regularly.

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Jack Booth Swallowed Morphine to Keep 
from Going to the Chaingang. 


COULD NOT PAY A SMALL FINE. 


His First Attempt Was Unsuccess‘ul, but 
He Repeated the Dose and Three 
Doctors Could Not Save Him.

Waycross, Ga. June 26.—(Special.)— 
Jack Booth died here this morning, about 
9:40) o'clock, from the effects of a dose of 
morphine taken last night between 9 and 
10 o'clock. From what those -rho were 
with him yesterday say, it is evident that 
it was his intention to put an end to his 
troubles. Booth was born in Tattnall 
county thirty-three years ago, and most of 
his life was spent iu Savannah, Blackshear, 
Smithville aud Waycross. He traveled all 
over Georgia and Alabama teaching band 
music. While teaching a band in Huuts- 
ville, Ala., about four years ago, he got 
into a diffieulty while playing billiards. 
During the fight he was hit on the head 
with a billiard ball. This affected his mind, 
and be was never considered bright atter- 
wards. 

Saturday he was arraigned before the 
mayor for disorderiy conduct, and Was 
fined $35 and costs. The fine was just, but 
Booth thought otherwise. He could not pay 
it, and, doubtless, he saw the chaingang 
staring him in the face, and he preferred 
death. The morphine with which he ended 
his life was taken from the house of Mrs. 
Capps without her knowledge. He took 
the bottle over to the house of his brother- 
in-law, and there took a large dose. As 
soon as it Was discovered that he had 
taken poison, Dr. G. P. Folks was sent 
for, and administered soda and strong 
coffee. This seemed to help him, and he 
walked to the gate with the physician. 
Shortly afterwards he found the morphine 
again and swallowed a large «quantity. 
About 11 o'clock last night he fell asleep, 
and it was not until sunrise this morning 
that his condition was discovered. 

Drs. Folks, Redding and Reppard were 
immediately surmmoned. TVhey treated him, 
but could not save him.

Patton by this time had be- 
come pretty well heated up himself, Lhe 
hegro waxed hotter and Paiton started to 
Ket out of his buggy to give the negro a 
thrashing, but while he was in the act the 
legro commenced to pull out a pistol. Patton 
Stopped and drawing his weaponu shot and 
killed Adkinson. 

From the facts as brouwrnt te Griffin. it 
seems that Patton. was justitied in the kill- 
ing. The negro was drunk. but he made an 
attack on Patton who, beiig vatble to stop 
him by words, was preparing to check him 
by means of a thrashing. This the negro 
stopped with the threat of a pistol, and 
Patton, to defend himself. drew his pistol 
and fired with the above result. 

The negro was shot in the back and pro»- 
ably turned as Patton tired. Irom this it 
is probable that another version of the 
trouble will come to light. No trouble is 
known to have existed between the two.

THREE ARRESTS MADE IN THE: CASE.

Ed Hollingsworth, Who, She Says, Is the 
Father of Her Child, Is Under Arrest. 
Coroner’s Inquestand Verdict.

The checkered career of Crafton W. 
Gardner, physician, of 393 Marietta street, 
who has been twice arrested for abortion 
and charged with numerous other shady 
transactions, and bas never yet been con- 
victed, has at last been led to a serious 
accusation which will most likely terminate 
in a permanent retirement from business. 

Gardner was yesterday arrested for 
criminal abortion on the person of Miss 
Katie McEwen, an eighteen-year-old lady 
living on N. Boulevard. Ed Hollingsworth, 
a young bricklayer, twenty years old, who 
is said by the young lady to be the father 
of the dead child, and Lee Robinson, a 
negro living on Herbert street in the south- 
ern part of the city, charged with having 
sheltered the young lady, were also arrest- 
ed, and now occupy cells at police head- 
quarters. 

Miss Katie McEwen is about eighteen 
years old and is quite a pretty girl. Her 
father lives in Savannah; her mother is 
dead. She has a grown up brother living 
in Washington, D. C., and two smaller 
ones living with her father in Savannah. 
lor five or six years she has made her 
home in Atlanta, living with her sister 
on the Boulevard. She has known Ed Hol- 
ingworth since she has been living here. 
He Hrved on Houston street, just two blocks 
from where she lived, and the two were 
frequently together. 

Hollingsworth is a good looking young 
man, smooth-faced, blue-eyed and fair-hair- 
ed. He has, however, a defiant look, and 
was disposed to laugh off his arrest. Since 
four years ago he and Miss McEwen have 
been engaged to be married. She paid fre- 
quent Visits to his home and they met often 
at other places. They never met at the 
young girl's home. Hollingsworth had an 
invalid father and his father’s family to 
support and kept putting off the marrmge. 
The girl trusted him implicitly, never doubt- 
ing that he would betray her confidence. 

Last Thursday afternoon Miss McEwen 
disappeared from her sister’s home on the 
Boulevard and has not been seen there 
Since, 

Her sister did not know where she had 
cone, but no suspicion of the horrible truth 
dawned upon her mind.

4 deep impression on the jury. The wife of 
Lee Robinson also testified, corroborating the 
other testimony in the case, 

It was night when a verdict was returned 
by the jury. The verdict was that the child 
came to its death by criminal abortion per- 
foimed by Dr. Grafton Gardner, and recom- 
mended that Fxl Hollingsworth and Lee Kob- 
irnson be held as accessories. This morning 
Corcner Paden will swear out warrants against 
the three men and thev will He given a hear- 
ing before a justice sometime today. Gardner 
will be represented by R. J. Jordan; Hollings- 
worth by Frank A. Arnold. 


FIGHTING ON A TRAIN, 


Two Negroes Badly Sinshed by Some White 
Eexcuralonisatea. 

Columbus, Ga., June 26.—(Special.)—Sun- 
day morning an excursion left Columbus on 
the Mobile and Girard railroad for Montgom- 
ery loaded with both whites and negroes.

He had hardly gotten the 
words out of his mouth when eury Ware, 
n white man and a friend of Tusk’s, also 
from Seale, pulled his knife and cut a long 
deep gash in Vickery’s neck and then stuck 
the blade into the top of his head. All of 
this occurred while the train was running 
between Perry’s Mills and Vike Road. When 
the train reached Pike road the two wounded 
negroes were put in charge of the agent 
there. The conductor telegraphed to Union 
Springs fur officers to be at the train to ar- 
rest ‘Tusk and Ware. When the thain reach- 
ed there they were taken in custodgr When 
the excursion reached Columbus it was re- 
ported that both negroes were dead, but yes- 
terday morning San Vickery was brought to 
Columbus in ai very” precarious condition, 
but not dead. They also brought news that 
Luke Morgan was still living. Both negroes 
were badly cut, hewever, and may die.

tricts. A collector of the port is to be 
mamed for Atlanta, and this will be 
offset by two collectors of ports for 
southeast Georgia, one at Savannah, 
the other at Brunswick. Lighthouse 
keepers are to be appointed for Tybee, 
St Sinrvons, Cumberland, Sapelo, and 
probably one or two other islands on 
the Georgia coast. North Georgia will 
receive the benefit of no such appoint- 
ments. In the distribution of the big 
offices north Georgia was recognized in 
the selection of the cabinet. and south 
Georgia in the appointment of Hon.

Not a Practical View. 

Ex-Senator Ingalls argues that gen- 
eral.laws, under which the 20,000,000 
workers in the United States world 
have higher wages and fewer hours of 
labor, would mean greater activity in 
all branches of business, increased con- 
sumption of products, better education 
of children, happier homes, purer poli- 
tics and better government. He con- 
tends that employers would lose nothing 
because their employes, with higher 
Wages, would consume more, and thus 
the money paid out to them would re- 
turn to the manufacturers and produc- 
ers who employed them. 

It is all very fine, but it is one of the 
Kansas statesman’'s iridescent dreams. 
The general laws he suggests would not 
operate satisfactorily in this big coun- 
try with its diverse interests. The New 
England manufacturers, straining every 
nerve to compete with the south, now 
want longer hours and lower wages. 
Place the two sections under the ssme 
law in regard to wages and hours of 
work, and the cheap raw material, fuel 
and water power of the south would 
smash the New England manufacturing 
interests. 

Nor would such a law work well any- 
where. The supply of labor fluctuates. 
It is abundant in one locality and scarce 
in another. The workers would_them- 
selves ask for free competition, and it 
would be impossible to maintain bizgh 
wages and short working days in locali- 
ties where thousands were clamoring 
for work on any terms. 

if Mr. Ingalls wants to engage in 
Utopian experiments he should join the 
pepulists of his own state who seem de- 
termined to take everything from every- 
body and give it back to everybody. 
It is a very interesting experiment and 
its like has never been seen in our 
times outside of Bedlam. But Mr. 
Ingalls is not a safe adviser. Recently 
he wanted to deport the negroes to 
Africa. If his labor scheme failed to 
pan out well, it would be just like him 
to advocate the deportation of all the 
workingmen who were out of a job and 
willing to work for low wages. No 
act of congress will ever eause every- 
body to be employed at high wages with 
little or nothing to do. 


Out of Date. 

The Boston Advertiser reproduces as 
a curiosity, portions of a magazine arti- 
cla written by an Englishman some 
years ago, in which it was argued that 
this country would be better off cut up 
into two or three separate republics. 

The Englishman declared that our 
territory was too vast and had too many 
opposing interests to remain prosperous 
and contented under one government. 
He predicted that the preponderance of 
capital in one section would some time 
cause the other sections to assume a 
hostile attitude, and he said that when 
the Pacific states became populous they 
would resent the idea of sending their 
representatives 2,000 miles to legislate 
for them when it would be more con- 
venient and satisfactory to have their 
own congress at home. With separate 
republics the people of the northeast, 
the south and the west would have their 
own money centers and money systems, 
and their commercial interests would 
keep them at peace with each other. 

We do not see why The Boston Ad- 
vertiser should give place to these ar- 
guments at the present time. In the 
early history of the country New Eng- 
land wanted to set up an independent 
government, and the south attemnted 
it later, but secession is now one of the 
dead doctrines of the dead past™ The 
“nglish writer failed to note the work- 
ings of our state governments. If he 
had studied our system of local home 
rule be would have seen that under a 
proper construction of the powers of 
the states they are able to do the most 
desirable things that separate republics 
would have the power to do. Take the 
money question, for instance. When 
the democrats carry out their pledge and 
restore to the states the power of char- 
tering local banks of issue—a power 
which was unconstitutionally taken 
away from them—they will be able to 
provide an adequate and safe system of 
currency for every locality. 

The policy of the future will not be 
to disintegrate this splendid heritage, 
but to add to it. There will be no dis- 
severed and belligerent states, but there 
will be new states added to the rnion, 
and the American flag may be destined 
to float over territory now a thousand 
miles distant from our borders. 


Taking Issue with the Administration. 
We regret to see our esteemed con- 
temporary, The Columbus Enquirer-Sun, 
exhibiting an inclination to express dis- 
satisfaction at its apparent belief that 
the administration is ignoring southwest 
Georgia in the distribution of the federal 
patronage of the state. “.

Cleveland would never have earried this 
county in the selection of delegates to 
the state conyention. This is the dis- 
tincuished trio that broke up the fa- 
mous compromise in the delegation from 
this county. Your Unele Sam Than- 
houser is not only solid with the admin- 
istration, but may be classed as an inti- 
mate friend of it. The reliability of 
our Washington correspondent’s report 
will be attested one day this week, and 
before another moon Colonel Than- 
houser will be picking a mandolin across 
the Rio Grande. 

The Enquirer-Sun seems to be “en 
rapport’ with the administration in 
everything but the matter of consular 
appointments.

believe in building it up and giving it a 
commercial value. 

Great is the future which beckons 
them on, and a stirring song of progress 
is blended with the musie of the golden 
Chattahoochee, as it turns the mill 
wheels on the Georgia shore, and bears 
to them the tribute of the Alabama 
hills. 
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Atlanta’s Masterplece. 

Our citizeus talk about that climax of 
American genius—that masterpiece of 
architectural art—that wondrous dream 
of beauty and splendor, the famous 
White City which contains the world’s 
fair, but how mwany of them know that 
it is the creation of an Atlanta man’s 
brain? 

The Chicago Inter Ocean has a long 
and appreciative editorial tribute to the 
late John Wellborn Root, in which it 
gives him due credit for his part in the 
Columbian exposition. Among other 
things our contemporary says: 

tut that jealous death intervened to hide 
him from approaching fame the name of John 
Wellborn Root would be chiefly ™aonored in 
our midst today, for he would he esteemed 
of-all the makers of the fair city, the one most 
eminemtly deserving distinction. Mr. “Root 
had that quality of greatness that is mag- 
nenimous in recognition of the abilities and 
moral rights of others When was committed 
to him the architectural charge of the entire 
work, his large mindedness and fine artistie 
sensibilities were inspired nod by a selfish 
emotion to glorify himself, but by the noble 
purpose to huve the fair a national monu- 
ment bearing to honor the names of a hun- 
drefl artists. It was his ‘dea that the world 
of artists of every department be invited into 
unrestricted competition to set their high 
fancies tungibly before the admiring multi- 
tude. It was his idea that the fair should 
be in its structures and in its grounds a &le- 
light and an edneation no less than in its 
gathered exhibits. The results have been 
in conformity with his preconceptions and 
designs, and for the first time in the history 


‘of the world’s expositions the setting has far 


excelled in interest aud beauty and signift- 
cance the jewels it contains. 

The couceiver of a noble plan is deserving 
of higher honors than its executors, and as 
Mr. Root was-a man of unmistakable genius, 
in whose mind and soul music and poetry 
and criticism and art had interpreters and 
servants, so that he might in pursuit of eith 
er have won a fame as dear as fiat he nas 
achieving ir architecture, and as his genius 
is symbolized in that by which we are un- 
speakably entranced when we pass the por- 
tals of the White City, it is eminently ensd. 
nant with his worth and with the sense of 
just. acknowledgement that the man Himself 
be memorialized and typified to the multitude 
that would be glad to honor him. .

EDITORIAL COMMENT, 

Census Tulletin 875 deals with the white 
Baptists. The organizations noticed in the 
bulletins before us are the regular baptists, 
north and south, the Primitive and the Old- 
Two-Seed-in-the-Spirit Pred: stinarian. The 
number of the regular Baptists, north, is re- 
turned as 800,025, while the regular Baptists, 
south, number 1,276,491. The Primitive Bap- 
tists have 94,348 communicants, and the Pre- 
destinarian, 9,032. The northern Baptists 
have 414 associations, 7,902 congregations 
and church edifices valued at $49,500,000. 
They are most numerous in the states of 
New York, IJilinois and Pennsylvania, where 
they have, respectively, 129.771, 95,257 and 
83,122 members. Massachusetts, Ohio and 
Indiana have each over 59,000 members. 
Among these are German churches, which 
have conferences of their own. The German 
churches number 200, with 17.000 members, 
and there are about 200 Swedish churches, 
with 12,000 members. Under this head are 
included the regular Baptists of Delaware 
and most of those of West Virginia. The 
southern Baptists have 657 associations, 
206 organizations and 13.472 church edifices, 
valued at over $18,000,000. Kentucky has the 
largest membership, 153,668, but North Caro- 
lina is a wonderfully close second, with 155,- 
G48; Georgia has 137,860; Texas, 129,754; 
Missouri, 121,085, and ‘Tennessee, 106,652, 
making a total in these six states of 803,527, 
or neaply two-thirds of the whole number of 
members in the south. Besides the southern 
states proper, there are churches in the In- 
dian territory, Oklahoma and Kansas. None 
is reported from Delaware. 


Mr. Robert Louis Stevenson gave lately ‘‘a 
word of advice to young New Zealand on 
the methods to be pursued in the cultivation 
of literary style.’ He recommended the fol- 
lowing course of study: “!If a young man 
wishes to learn to write English he should 
read everything.” This statement was quali- 
fied by the exclusion of “the present century 
in a body.” Shakespeare, Thomas Browne, 
Jeremy Taylor, Dryden and Samuel Johnson 
should be carefully considered. In this cen- 
tury authors are too “slovenly;’” but Mr. 
Stevenson hastened to add that he has ‘one 
feather in his cap, and that is, I am _ not 
a sloven.”’ Forgetting advice just given, Mr. 
Stevenson re@uzimended Scott, although “he 
makes me loug to box his ears,” Hazlitt, 
Ituskin, Napier, Leslie Stephen, Pater and 
Saintsbugy. He also spok: kindly of the 
Latin language. But, if style is the best ex- 
pression of individuality, will it not injure a 
writer to make a very close study of other 
writers? Will he not be in danger of im- 
itating another man’s individuality?

AND TO ADOPT A GOLD STANDARD . 


with Financiers—Secretary Carlisle 
Consults the President, Etc. 


London, June 26,—In the bonse of lords to- 
day the earl of Kimberly, lord president of the 
council and secratary of state for India, statea 
that the Indian council bad passed an act for 
the immediate closing of the Indian mints to 
the free coinage of sitver. He added that 
arrangements are being made for an issue of 
rupees from mitts for golf at a fate of 16 
cents per rupee. ‘The earl of Kimberly saia 
that he intended to introduce the gold stan- 
dard in India; that gold in the meantime will 


not be made the sole legal! tender. 

In the hous® of commons, Mr. Giadstone 
gave information similar to that given in the 
house of lords by the earl of Kimberly. He 
added that gold would not be made a legal 
tender at present. Regarding the silver now 
on the way to India Mr, GlaGstone sald that 
the goverument of India nad been insructed 
that it was open to admit this silver to the 
mints if it thought fit. 

The Right Hon. J. C. Goshen, formerly 
chancellor of the exchequer, asked the ad- 
ministration if the free coinage of silver Low 
going to lndia wouid not establish @ great In- 
jury or effect the destructon of such sbil- 
ver as was in the hands cf the natives. . 

Mr. Goshen said that the value of the &il- 
yer possessed by the natives amounted to 
100,000,000 rupees. 

Replying to Mr.Goshen, Mr. Gladstone said 
he was not in possession of precise informa- 
tion. but be assumed that the Indian govern, 
ment would not make diseriminatory rates 
to the disatT Vantage of the persons holding 111- 
coined silver. Most of the uncoined silver 
referred to by Mr. Goshen was In the form 
of ornaments held py thf natives. 


The Correspondence on the Matter. 

The correspondence between the govern- 
ment of India and the India office has been 
issued. It opens with a letter from the In- 
dian council under date of March 28, 1892, 
urging the home government to aid in the 
settlement of the silver question by an in- 
tefnational agreement, failing in which ‘not 
to defer determining tpon an Indian policy, 
as if an international agreement should not 
be obtained the United States wight suddeny 
sté the coinage of silver, leaving India up- 
prepared. 

The other communications discuss the fall 
in the rupee value. The council, in a_ letter 
written on June 10. 1802, advises that if 
the international monetary couference Gt 
Brussels fails and a direct agreement be- 
tween India and the United States canuot 
be obtained, the mints of India be closed to 
the free coinage of silver and a gold standard 
be introduced. in a minute Mr. Barbour, 
financial secretary of India, opposed the 
stoppage of free coinage until it becomes eyt- 
dent that the United States will not adopt 
free coinage. Mr. Barbour estimates that 
the active eirenutation in India’ amounts to 
115.000.0006 rupees, while a much larger pro- 
portion is hourded. To establish a gold cur- 
reney with a full legal tender currency con 
posed entirely of gold, it would be necessary 
to witbdraw from circuiation 1,150,000,000 
of rupees, replacing them by ¢£77,000,00% 
of sterling gold. Hie. therefore, contends 
that with a gold standard in India, a large 
sroportion of the circulation must continue 
n silver with silver a legal tender to any 
amotne, If bimetalism is maintained 
a go'd coinage to the _ total amount 
of £15.000.000 will suffice. Mr. Long in a 
minute to the eounctl of August 318, 18f!2. 
discussed the adoption of the gold standard 
and concludes by suggesting that the ratio 
of conversion be about 1 to 20.

joy vastly better privileges. He adjured 
councilmen to leave questions of expediency 
and of what might-~be popular and look 
at the ipestice in a business light. 

Mr. Reneau answered Mr. Hill about 
city people paying only $1 tax,by saying that 
they paid $15 per thousand more tax than 
country people, which went to the support 
of the city government and the mainte- 
nance of streets.
